Mr. De Valera must be wondering whe- 
ther the delegates meant it as a joke, or 
just couldn't get anybody else to take the 
job, when they elected him President of 
the League of Nations.

A Two-Man Deal 


A fact not to be overlooked is that the 
cession of: the Sudeten area to Germany 
was not imposed upon Czechoslovakia by 
the parliaments of France and Great Bri- 
tain, nor in response to any sort of ex- 
pressed demand from the peoples of these 
countries. It was done by Premier Dala- 
dier and Prime Minister Chamberlain, 
with the presumed sanction of their cabi- 
nets, but with no opportunity given to 
their parliaments to register approval or 
disapproval, and no means taken to find 
out what the public ‘of either country 
thought about the scheme. 

Responsibility, whatever it may be as- 
sessed to be, rests upon those two men ab- 
solutely, along with whatever credit or 
blame is involved. M. Daladier undertook 
on his own account to nullify France’s un- 
dertaking to Prague, and Mr. Chamberlain 
to nullify the contingent obligation of Bri- 
tain to defend France in making good that 
undertaking.

The Crop That Pays 


The farmer at Tilley who threshed 69 
bushels of wheat to the acre from irri- 
gated land has not been allowed to hold 
the provincial record very long. A Bon 
Accord farmer reports having threshed 75 
bushels per acre from a four-acre patch, 
51! bushels per acre from a 30-acre field, 
and 44 bushels per acre from another field 
of 60 acres, 

These growers are to be congratulated, 
not merely for having gained distinction 
because of these remarkable yields, but 
also because they will have the practical 
advantage of making a good profit on the 
year’s operations while farmers whose 
land gave only light yields may actually 
lose money and cannot in any case make 
very much. 

It is calculated that the 80 cent pegged 
price will work out at about 53 cents to 
the farmer for No. 1 Northern. On this 
basis the man with a 75 bushel crop stands 
to collect a gross income of $39.75 per 
acre, while the one who threshes only 20 
bushels to the acre can look for a gross 
return of only $10.60 per acre. The cost 
of preparing land and sowing a crop is the 
same whether the yield be large or small. 
Harvesting and threshing costs are high- 
er where the crop is heavy, but the added 
costs are only a fraction of the added 
revenue. 

Whether the price is up or down, it is 
the big yield per acre that counts, and 
when the price is down the acre yield may 
determine whether the grower is better 
off or worse off for having sown and reap- 
ed a crop. 

The Alberta average this year has been 
estimated at around 20 bushels to the acre. 
This means that while many farmers will 
secure heavier out-turn, many will get far 
less than this average. The “moral” of 
low prices is that the grower who adapts 
his farming methods to the end of getting 
the largest possible number of bushels per 
acre is the farmer who is likely to make 
money. The converse is, of course, that 
the farmer who does not definitely aim at 
high acre yields is risking disaster. 


People in Florida who early in the week 
boarded up their windows, turned public 
buildings into shelters, and built up an 
emergency relief organization, had all their 
trouble for nothing.

(re-toasted) with cream; coddled egg; stewed 
figs. Lunch: Raw apples as desired; glass of 
milk. Dinner: Rabbit; okra; salad of green leafy 
vegetables, such as lettuce, cabbage, parsley, 
watercress or endive, using those available; cus- 
tard. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Baked eggs: Melba 
toast; stewed apricots. Lunch: Buttered green 
peas; salad of cucumber, egg, lettuce and cress. 
Dinner: Roast mutton; buttered carrots; spinach; 
celery salad; gelatin. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Whole-wheat muffins; 
peanut butter; applesauce. Lunch: Salad of cold, 
cooked peas and carrots on lettuce; sweet pota- 
toes. Dinner: Baked white fish; stewed toma- 
toes; string beans; turnip cup salad. No dessert. 

SATURDAY — Breakfast: French omelet; 
Melba toast; stewed prunes. Lunch: Potatoes 
on half shell; cooked asparagus; celery, Dinner: 
Roast pork; baked ground beets; cauliflower; 
salad of shredded lettuce; raspberry whip. 

*Meat Loaf: Grind through a food. grinder 
only the lean portions of any leftover roast; dis- 
carding all fat and gristle. Mix in the desired 
amount of chopped celery and any other non- 
starchy vegetable you may have. Scatter through 
the mixture a generous number of ripe olives, 
moisten with a little hot water and form into a 
loaf. Bake in a tightly covered pan for fifteen 
or twenty minutes, removing cover and allow- 
ing to brown under the broiler flame for a few 
minutes. Serve garnished with parsley and a 
few ripe olives.

But in this movement he is having difficulty 
from within his own party, to say nothing of 
what the acknowledged enemy may do to defeat 
his plans. And when he appeals to the country 
for support on his rather remarkable program, 
people can hardly be blamed for asking how 
much politics there is in it, and how much of 
serious intention to institute practicar reforms, 
which have been thought out carefully. If this 
should seem unfair to Dr. Manion, he can clear 
up the situation by elucidating his very vague 
reform policies and how they are to be made 
effective. Wishfulness for reform of the capital- 
ist system and for social justice, is not very con- 
vincing while it is expressed in undefined 
generalities, To the membership of Conserv- 
ative party, itself, how much of an appeal could 
it really make?—Winnipeg Free Press, ~

adian “ederation of the Blind, and 
the first meeting with the cabinet 
at Ottawa by a delegation of the 
blind from all parts of Canada was 
held there in January, 1930. This 
delegation was composed solely of 
members of the C.F.B. As I was a 
member of this delegation I know 
whereof I speak. In 1932 I accom- 
panied a visiting representative of 
the C.F.B. to the office of the pro- 
vincial premier and the advisabil- 
ity of a pension was discussed with 
him. The result of this meeting 
was the passing of the amendment 
to the Old Age Pensions Act by 
the U-F.A. government. 

And now for a brief summary of 
what is needed for the blind. They 
must have some kind of work, or 


else time drags too heavily upon 
them. But what sort of work? 
Certainly not work that brings 


them into contact with the general 
public. In dealing with the public 
one requires eyesight in order that 
one may discern the impression 
made on a customer. A wrong ac- 
tion, a wrong word, and that cus- 
tomer gone. And once gone, 
always gone. You can’t see them; 
they can't see you. 

The best thing that could be done 
for the blind would be to open 
real workshops for them at the 
leading centers of Canada; these to 
be under provincial and municipal 
administration, the employees to be 
paid on a scale for piece-work, plus 
a subsidy from a provincial grant 
for this purpose. A minimum wage 
of $12.50 per week with two weeks’ 
summer holidays. This practice 
was adopted in Great Britain sev- 
eral years ago and has proven 
satisfactory 

In Edmonton there are seven 
concession stands, while in Calgary 
there were only two a year ago, 


| In the rural districts there can be 
| no such stands, as the cost of main- 


tenance would greatly exceed the 
intake. But if employed on a 
piece-work scale, plus a subsidy, 
those in the country could work at 
home and receive sufficient to 
maintain themselves.

Rev. R. B. Cochrane «af

TORONTO, Sept. 23.—Appeals 
for more men and more money to 
carry on the work of the church 
at home and abroad climaxed the 
second day's sessions of the 
eighth general council of the 
United Church of Canada Thurs- 
day. 

“If we are going to do the job 
you have asked us to do we must 
have not only more men but more 


money,” challenged Rev. R. B. 
Cochrane, secretary of the home 
mission board. “More men are 


dying than are graduating from our 
theological colleges.” 


SALARIES SMALL 


Salaries of workers in home mis-| 
sion fields were characterized as 
disgraceful by Dr. Cochrane, who 
paid tribute to the ministers of the 
frontiers as the real heroes of the} 
church in Canada. 

Rev. A, E. Armstrong, foreign | 
missions secretary, said that in 
the many ficlds outside of Can- | 
ada, a serious situation existed in 
regard to personnel, In 11 years 
the staff abroad had decreased 

from 399 to 270. 

Dr. Armstrong spoke particularly 
of the Chinese mission fields where 
conditions beggared description due 
to the Japanese invasion. Com- 
pounds, he said, were full of refu- 
gees and wounded and all mission- 
aries, whether trained in medicine 
or not, found themselves engaged 
in relief work. 


PAPERS STRUGGLE 

Conditions under which church | 
newspapers were forced to struggle 
were referred to by Rev. Gerald 
Cragg, editor of “The New Outlook,” 
following submission of the report 
of the board of publication. 

“In days like these there is a 
declining tide of loyalty and 
church newspapers feel the im- | 
pact of secular forces first,’ Mr. 
Cragg declared. “The church 
journal should be the voice of the 
church. The secular press is less |
